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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 


For some time past there has been an effort throughout 
the state to inaugurate a new ‘‘set-up’’ in compiling the 
County reports so that there would be more uniformity among 
the counties by way of making comparisons. Acting on the 
suggestions made this year by a member of the State Tax 
Commission, we have followed a form submitted which con- 
forms to Chapter 41, Section 3, of the Public Statutes. 


Although there has been a heavy drain on our treasury 
for the past year, owing to the times, we closed our books 
with a small balance and no outstanding notes or bonded 
indebtedness. 


We reported last year, work started on two artesian wells 
at the County Farm. These have been completed and seem to 
be very satisfactory. In June we entertained the Selectmen 
and Overseers of the Poor from the various towns in the 
County and had a most profitable and pleasant meeting. Also 
in December, the Cheshire County members of the incoming 
legislature made a visit to the Farm, and this, too, proved to 
be a mutually beneficial affair. 


As would be expected, the amount of money spent for 
outside aid has exceeded that of any previous year, which may 
be attributed to economic conditions with no prospect of any 
immediate relief. An expense not anticipated, has been the 
Old Age Assistance rendered.’ The law pertaining to this was 
passed after our recommendations had been acted upon, so 
that it was not included in the annual budgets. 


We wish to acknowledge our appreciation of the courtesy 
extended to us throughout the year by Superintendent and 
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Mrs. B. F. Sherman. To all Overseers and Selectmen we 
bespeak your continued cooperation in looking after the 
County’s interests.

The sharp reduction in both the gross and net operating 
expenses of the institution with an increased population, was 
brought about by lower commodity prices, and the practice of 
economy, and has in no way interfered with the care and 
comfort of the inmates. | 


The new water supply is ample and pumps working very 
satisfactory, but extensive repairs will have to be made on 
the reservoir dam as soon as possible. 


About the usual amount of repairs and improvements 
have been carried on, the most important of which was the 
enlarging of our office and front porches. 


The farm has furnished the institution with an ample 
supply of farm produce, but the sale of farm produce was 
much less this year due to lower prices. 


Both Mrs. Sherman and I wish to thank all Church organ- 
izations who assisted in conducting our religious services, and 
to all who sent gifts to the inmates especially at Christmas. 
I wish to call your attention to the efficient services of Dr. B. 
T. Mousley and Dr. George Prevost.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
Cheshire : 


Herewith I submit my report as physician of Maplewood 
Home for the year ending December 31, 1982. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation and 
assistance given me during the year by the Commissioners, 
Superintendent and Matron, also for the excellent service ren- 
dered by the nurses in the hospital, and especially the very 
capable work performed by the head nurse. 


[ desire also to state that Dr. George E. Prevost, who has 
assisted me during the year, has not only rendered me very 
able assistance, but his efficient work has materially con- 
tributed to the general welfare of the inmates. 


The health of the inmates at the Maplewood Home during 
the year just elapsed has been somewhat better than is ordi- 
narily the experience with people who have reached the time 
of infirmity and advanced age. The prisoners, on the whole, 
have been in better health, and have required rather less treat- 
ment than is usually the case, some, however, requiring isola- 
tion and others surgical attention. 


The hospital has been well filled during the year, due to 
the admission of patients who have been sent there from prac- 
tically every town in the county. 


There were 713 weeks and 4 days Hospital care furnished, 
not including medical care given inmates throughout the insti- 
tution for various ailments not requiring hospital care. 
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There were 6 major and 21 minor operations performed 
and eared for at the hospital during the year, all of which 
recovered. 


There were 20 deaths and 4 births at the hospital during 
the year.
